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TURKEY CLIMBS 
Promises : to Join League of Nations, 


MR. CHILD INTERVENES. 
(Reuters Service.) 
’ Lansanne, December 14. 

Thia moraoing’s meeting of the minorities sub-commission had a 
satisfactory result. Lord Curzon-s strong attitude toward the Turks 
completely altered their etandpoint, and they definitely promised to 
join the League of Nations, Lord Curzon expressed his pleasure, 
and the chief delegates them left the sub-commission to continue its 
work. , . 

American Intervention. 
Lausanne, December 11. 

At the conclusion of the minorities commission meeting yester- 
day evening, there were very active efforts to prevent. a rupture, 
with much coming and going of British, French and Italian delegates 
till past midnight. Perhaps the most important ictervention was 
by the American, Mr. Child, who hed a long conversation with Ismet 
Pasha, whom he strongly advised ta be more conciliatory. Ismet 

was Very reticent and non-committal, but the efficacy of Mr. Child’s 
arguments towards settling the minorities question was proved by 
the Turkish promise to-day, cabled earlier: 

A ‘communique issued after the meeting of the minorities sub- 
commission to-day states that Lord Curzor coted with satisfaction 
Ismot’s apeech, notably tho declaration of Turkey's intention to join 

‘the League of Nations. M. Barrere and Signor Garroni spoke 
similarly, after which the sub-commission began its labours. 
aan Better Outlook. 
London, Decen.ber 14. 

“Lord Curzon's firmness, sdpported by France and Italy, has 
triumphed at Lausanne, Ismet Pasha conceding all the points the 
Allies demanded except as-tegards a provision national home for the 
Armenians. Turkey's decision to join the League of Nations after 
the conclusion of peace bas eased the tension at Lausanne, and is 
expected to shorten the duration of the corference and facilitate a 
complete understanding, as when # deadlock is reached on soy5 
question, it will probably be referred to the League. similarly the ques- 
tion of racial minorities. Turkey must stillapply for admizsion to the 
League, which can onty be granted by the Assem4ty. It is probable 
4 special session will be sammoned, as the Assembly does not meet 
defore September. ~ 


AMERICA’S CREDITS ABROAD.

Although 72 years 
old Sir Charles is one of the most 
wide-awake judges on the Bench, 
and his conduct of the Arm- 
strong trial last April was ad- 
mittedly one of tha best cases 
in hi3 career.
